THE COLLEGE MEETING. 

The location of this Convention is peculiarly 
favorable for the College Conference, Cleve- 
land is of easy access from at least six Colleges, 
in which are assembled not less than two thou- 
sand students.

In the evening the several departments of the 
International work will be presented by the In- 
ternational Secretaries. 

One important feature of this day’s exercises, 
which it 1s believed the College boys generally 
will appreciate, will be a reception to the stu- 
dents at the home of a prominent citizen of 
Cleveland. This will occur between the after- 
noon and evening sessions of the Convention. 

Such is the arrangement contemplated for 
the College delegates. How many students will 
respond to it? The number should not be 
limited. Every student in the vicinity of 
Clevelind should avail himself of this opportun- 
ity to come under the influence of an Assembly 
of young men, the mere contact with whom 
will give him an impulse which will affect his 
entire life.

WORLD'S CONVENTION.

Hall, London, July 30-Aug. 4. The last trien- 
nial Convention in Geneva was attended by 
about two hundred and fifty delegates from elev- 
en nations. So great has been the progress in the 
work during the three years, we anticipate a 
still larger attendance in London. 

The probabilities are that not less than sev- 
enty-five delegates will represent the Associa- 
tions in the United States. An excursion is 
| being arranged, and the party will sail from 

New York July 16th,and in addition to attending 
| the Convention, will spend some weeks in travel 
through Great Britain and the Continent. We 
are happy to state that the College department 
of the International Work will be represented. 
Any student who thinks of spending the sum- 
mer in Europe should by all means attend the 
Convention.

WORK FOR YOUNG MEN.

_young men in some localities, but it is easier 
to reach the few than the many. Christ began 
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by reaching the few, and they were young men 
away from home. 

Do you ask: What can we do for the young 
men with whom we are to be brought in con- 
tact? Do all that you can, in an individual 
way, to enlist the hearts of the unconverted in 
behalf of Jesus. You will become acquainted 
with young men who are already Christians. 
Talk with them freely about your religion, and

impress upon them their personal responsibil- 


ity in Christian work. Confer with them about 
methods of reaching young men. Don't try to 


reach the entire community at once, but con- | 


fine yourselves sometimes to individuals. Pray 
with your Christian companions over this mat- 
ter. By doing this you will realize in its true 
spirit the work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, whose object is to save young men 
by young men. You will really have formed an 
Association in spirit. 

To give the work permanence you must have 
a visible organization. By forming one you 
will be united with one thousand similar Asso- 
ciations, and will be greatly helped by them in 
the work. Any special information you may 
want will be furnished you by the Internation- 
al or State Committee. By all means, fellow 
str.dents, do something for the young men with 
whom you are to live and work. They will 
thank you and God will reward you.

REVIEW. 
The College Association Work for the year 


. 1880-81 is rapidily drawing to a close. The 


College Secretary has just issued circulars to 
the 120 Associations, calling for information 
relating to the growth, extent and results of 
the year's work, The information received 
will be compiled and presented to the Asso- 
ciations at an early day. As we look back 
over the year we have every reason to believe 
that the reports will be of the most encouraging 
kind. 


In the first place, the increase in the num- | 


ber of Associations has far surpassed our ex- 
pectations. The program of work marked out 
last September contemplated the development 
of existing Associations, and special attention 


has been devoted to this feature of the work, | 
Notwithstanding this, the extension of the | 


work in other Colleges has gone on with great 
rapidity. 25 new Associations have already 
been organized, and several Colleges are taking 
steps in this direction. 96 Associations were 
in existence one year ago.

The 
distinctive work of the College Association 
is more clearly understood than ever before.

fines the field of Christian work in colleges, and 
| provides for its prosecution, has been adopted 
| by nearly all of the Associations, and before 
another year we hope to report its adoption 
by all. The International Committee can, 
| through the College Secretary, help the indi- 
| vidual Associations far better now that so many 
| are working in accordance with one well-de- 
| fined, comprehensive plan. Again the Asso- 
| ciations, as a result of prayerand personal work, 
have enjoyed many precious spiritual experi- 
ences, and we believe when the reports come in 
it will be found that our colleges have been un- 
| usually blessed during the year by reason of 
| the large number of students who have accepted 
| Christ as their personal Saviour. 

These results have been brought about under 
God by the unprecedented activity of Asso- 
ciation workers. The International and State 
| Committees have, through their Secretaries, 
| devoted more time than ever before to the 
_ College Work. More Conventions have been 
| attended, more colleges visited, and more cor- 
| respondence and publication carried on than 


| 
| ever before. 


| One feature in this connection demands spe- 
| cial notice. The success of this work has been 
largely attained by the earnest personal effort 
of individuals in the local Associations. Here 
| and there in many colleges, are men, whom we 
could call by name, who have consecrated 
| themselves to do what they can for the good of 
| their fellows. Their efforts have been richly 
| blessed, and they will be blessed in this life, 
and in that which is to come. They will be 
blessed in this hfe whenever they think of 
Alma Mater, with the glad recollection that 
they did what they could. And even if this 
shall not be told of them throughout the world 
wherever this Gospel is preached, it shall be 
told when all the good that men have done shall 
be rehearsed in their hearing by the lips of the 
same Saviour who gladdened the heart of the 
women who annointed Him for his burial.
